We stated the objections to the es- 
tablishment of the prison at Reno as 
they are every day heard from the lips 
of taxpayers. 

Did you state the objections to its 
maintenance ut Carson, or was this 
some omission of the local editor? 
Who revises your articles, and why 
does he not tell you the motives of 
measures before allowing the'r discus- 
sion? Why did he not tell you that 
in order to be fair you should give 
both sides of a question? ‘Then you 
might have avoided all of these absurd- 
ities, and your tocal editor had not 
been made a scapegoat. Look into 
these matters, and don’t attempt to 
discuss, when you acknowledge in the 
same breath your ignorance of the 
facts or motives in either case. 

The Enterprise says it is sure we 
will become a capable and useful man. 
Tradition has it that the editor of that 
paper was once just such a man as he 
describes, and hence upon this one 
point he probably speaks advisedly, 
but he needs advice upon another 
point. An editor does not call a co- 
temporary an ass, or a pettifogger, 
when he has anything else to say. 
The use of such phrases proves inex- 
perience, or that he has been an editor 
too long. In the eternal fitness of 
things it is for every man to establish 
his own worth, and it is not reserved, 
even to the Enterprise, to appraise a 
man’s value or capabilities. We are, 
therefore, at a loss to account for such 
language, unless the editor is cnxious 
to show that he has visited Reform 
Schools. Have more confidence in the 
people, Mr. Editor. If any one makes 
an ass of himself the public will 
know it, and you must not be so anx- 
ious to separate yourself from the rest 
of mankind, and write your name up- 
on every adverse opinion.

A Prosperous Year. 


Under this head the Enterprise 
says, editorially : 
We believe that the present year is 
going to be a prosperous one in Neva- 
We believe that the Comstock 
will yield more bullion than it did 
last year, and that many of the mines 
in the Eastern and Southern portions of 
the State will make healthy returns. 
We expect that the East Ward Dis- 
trict and Tuscarora District will come 
prominently forward as bullion pro- 
ducing districts. A little Comstock 
is in Ward, a little Poorman in Tus- 
carora. It will not be a matter of 
any surprise if Pyramid District, 
thirty miles north of here—the tail 
end of the Comstock—before next 
September is developed into one of 
the most permanent and prosperous 
camps in the State. Good prospects 
are reported in both Eureka and 
White Pine Districts, while Nye and 
Lincoln sa are confident that they 
each have bonanzas. Lander never 
says very much, but never ceases to 
give up bullion. In Esmeralda one 
or two new mines are to be added to 
the list of bullion-producers. This is 
mining outlook. In all the counties 
adjacent to Storey the farmers are 
happy, for good prices await all they 
can produce. Should Pyramid de- 
velop as its friends hope it will, the 
long-talked-of railroad to the north 
from Reno would become a necessity, 
which would speedily make Reno a 
big little city. The Virginia and 
Truckee road will no doubt be ex- 
tended to Genoa in.the early spring, 
which will give many men employ- 
ment, bring the town of Genva, =e 
ucts of Carson valley and the 
umber region beyond Genoa within 
afew hours’ journey of Virginia. If 
the Northern road could also be built, 
there would be a place fixed where 
400: families could secure homes on 
skye and twice four .hundred more 
employment in the lumber coun- 
- m9 Honey Lake valley. It 
pout also reduce the freightage by 
teams from Suprise valley to ninety 
miles, and thus make it remunerative 
for several hundred pep ple more to 
locate there. The outlook is pleasant 
enough for all, and could only be 
brightened by the assurance that 
works which would give employment 
to all the willing hands in the State, 
now out of employment, would be 
commenced and carried forward with- 
out fail.

prove correct in every particular and 
believe there are substantial reasons
